The  students  had  to 
really  work  hard  for  themselves 
and  their  teachers;  passing  would 
not  be  a  easy  thing  to  come  by 
this  time.  Many  students  did  study 
hard  all  year  long  to  make  it 
through  what  the  teachers  gave 
them. 

When  asked  what  Chris  Hoff- 
man's favorite  and  most  "neat" 
thing  he  would  miss  about  being 
an  eighth  grader  was,  "I  will  miss 
the  teachers,  but  not  as  much  as 
all  the  homework  that  the  teach- 
ers piled  on  as  the  end  of  the  year 
came."

To  many  of  us,  the  past  year 
mainly  revolved  around  our  own 
little  community.
